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CHAPTER I. 

GENERAL AND POLITICAL. 


SITUATION. 


PHYSICAL ASPECTS. 


As has been previously remarked this State has been called after 
its capital and the latter has taken its name from the Sarnua Hill, on the 
Western slope of which it stands. 

It is situated in the West of Rajputana between 24°. 20" and 25° 
17" North Latitude and 72°. 16" and 73°. 10" East Longitude and is houn- 
ded on the North and West by Marwar, on the East by Mewar, Idar and 
Danta and on the South by Palanpur. The extreme length from North 
to South is 64 miles and the^extreme breadth from East to West 50 miles. 

The country maj^ be divided into four strips running from North to 
South in the East the Aravallis then the valley along which the B.B & C.I. 
Railway runs, then the massif of Mount Abu, the highest peak of which 
( Gurushikhar ) rises 5,650 feet above the sea and to the West covei’ing 
the bulk of the State a level plain gradually sloping to the Rann of Cutch 
with a few rocky outliers. 

The State has no perennial rivers. The most important is the 
Western Banas which flows during the greater part of the year. Its two 
branches close round Mt. Abu and its northerly continuation, where they 
take their rise. There are several other streams in the country but they 
dry immediately after the rains have ceased. 

HISTORY. 

"Sirohi" as Colonel Malleson rightly remarks, "is the one domain 
in Rajputana which maintained its independence, acknowledging the 
suzerainty of neither Mogul, Rathor, nor Maratha". Claiming common 
descent from the heroes of the Mahabharat, the princely house of Sirohi 
is an offshoot of the same branch of Rajputs, Chauhan, to which the last 
Hindu Emperor of India belonged. Historic pride clings to masses as 
much as to individuals, conducing to honourable pride when rightly felt, 
and to none can it therefore cling more firmly than to ‘ the magnificently 
stubborn Deora’, the particular sect of the Chauhans who have ruled over 
Sirohi during the past six centuries. 

Lumbha was the founder of the Chauhan Deora rule on Abu, now 
known as the Sirohi Raj. In the time of Deo Raj's immediate successors, 
the Chauhans were engaged in constant struggles with the Parmars, or 
Ponwars, (who held the greater pai’t of the country now called Sirohi), 
and eventually vanquished them, capturing' first Chandravati, in or about 
1303, and subsequently Abu and Achalgadh The present town of Sirohi 
was founded in 1425 by Rao Sains Mai, who extended his dominions 
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driving the Solankis from the tract known as Mai Magra in the North, 
The first relations between Sirohi aiid the British G-overument took i^lace 
in 1823 when a treaty was concluded with the British Government 

The Present Buler. 

His Highness Maharajadhiraj Maharao Shri Sir Sarnp Ram 
Singhji Saheb Bahadur, G. C. I. E., K. C. >S. I., was born on the 27th 
September 1888 A. D. A First Class Ruling Pi’ince, he is entitled to a 
salute of 15 guns and a return visit from the Viceroy. Prior to His 
Highness' accession to the Gadi on the 29th Aiu'il 1920, he had conducted 
the administration of the State as Musaliib Ala for ten 3 ’’ears. 

His Highness has been married 

( 1 ) to the 3 ''oungost daughter of His Highness the present 
Maharao of Cuteh-Bhuj 

( 2 ) to the sister of His Highness the Maharaja of Rutlam, 
who has since died, 

( 3 ) to a daughter of the Thakur Saheb of Kuwar in Gujarat 
•and 

( 4 ) to the daughter of the Thakur Saheb of Junia in the 
Ajmer District. 

Ruling families of note connected with Sirohi are those of Bmidi 
and Kotah. Marriages have taken place in recent times with the Kach- 
hawaha famil 3 " of Jaipur, the Rathor families of Jodhpur and Kishangarh, 
the Jadon families of Karauli and Jaisalmer, the Sisodia families of 
Dungarpur and Banswara and the Jadeja families of Cuteh and Navanagai-. 

Genera l. 

The ax'ea of the State is 1964 square miles and the population accord- 
ing to the census of 1931 A. D. is 2,16,528 persons consisting of 1,11,675 
males and 1,04853 females, of whom 1,93,779 are Hindus, 15,508 Jains, 
6538 Mnsalmans, 534 Christians, 115 Parsis and 54 of other religions. 
The average revenue of the State is 10 lakhs. 

The B. B. & C. I. Railway runs through the Eastern part of the 
State from Maval to Keshavganj for a length of about 40 miles with the 
following stations within State's limits. i 

( 1 ) Maval, ( 2 ) Abu Road, the alighting point for Mount Abu, 
( 3 ) Kivarli, ( 4 ) Sarupganj, ( 5 ) Banas, ( 6 ) Sajjan Road and ( 7 ) 
Keshavganj . 

The capital of Sirohi is 15 miles from Sajjan Road. Half the way 
from Sajjan Road to Sirohi is on the plains and the other half passes 
through hills, through cuttings, A Motor Service runs between the capi- 
tal and the Railwa 3 ’' Station. 

The Number of motor services has appreciably increased during 
the year under review and all the important centres of the State with 
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their neighbouring villages are now easily approachable owing to buses 
regularly plying between them and the capital. 

There are combined Post and Telegraph offices at Sirohi, Erinpura 
and Abu Road and Post offices at Kalandri, Jawal, Sildar, Mandar, Reodar, 
Anadra, Rohera and Pindwara. 

There are Dak Bungalows at Oria, Anadra, Reodar, Sirohi, Sanwara 
and Paldi. 

( 1 ) Aehalgadh, ( 2 ) Adhardevi, ( 3 ) Vashistha Ashram ( 4 ) the 
Dilwara Temples on Mount Abu, (5) the ruins of Chaudravati ( near Abu- 
Road ), ( 6 ) the shrine of Sarneshwarji at a distance of two miles from 
capital, >( 7 ) the old fort of Yasantgadh about five miles from Pindwara 
are the principal places of antiquity, 

Abu Road, Pindwara, Rohera and Sheoganj are the chief centres 
of trade. Sirohi despite its being far from the Railway station is also 
improving in this respect. 

His Highness the Jam Saheb of Navanagar with Baijilal Shri 
Kanchan Kunvarji Saheba paid a six day visit to Sirohi on 20-2-38 

The auspicious occasion of the Birthday of His Majesty the King 
Emperor was celebrated as usual on the 9th June 1938. The day was 
observed as a public holiday and a Royal salute of 31 guns was fired. 

His Highness paid short visits to Delhi, Bombay, Rutlam, Alwar 
and Jamnagar. 

( 1 ) Gr. Laird-MacGrregor, Esq., I C. S. (Retd)., Chief Minister 
left for England on 2 months and 23 days leave on 18-11-37 and returned 
on 12-2-38. 

Major R. H. Crisj) officiated as Chief Minister during his absence 
on leave.

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CHAPTER 11 

FINANCE AND ACCOUNTS. 


1. ACCOUNTS OFFICE. 

VaMtra Punamchand continued to hold charge of the department, 
as Accounts .Officer, throughout the year. 

The year opened Avith a balance of Es. 139973/- ( Es. 20,162 in the 
Treasury and Es. 119,811/- “with the Bank of ludia, Bombay and Ahmeda- 
had ) and the total demand of the year was Es. 13,61,924/- including 
Es. 3,51,399 as arrears of the past year. During the year under report 
the receipts amounted to Es. 10,60,824/- which when added to the opening 
balance amounted to Es. 12,00,797 as against Es. 11,20,343/- last year. 

The total expenditure of the State amounted to Es 11,17,081/- 
which includes a sum of Es 1,65,194/- paid towards past debts leaving 
a balance of Es. 83,716/- ( Es. 35,043/- in the Treasury and Es 48,437/- 
with the Bank of India, Boinbaj’’ and Ahmedabad and Es. 236/- with the 
Imperial Bank of India, Ajmer ). 

The liabilitj’' of the State at the end of the last year was 6,09,576/- 
Es. 154,625/- was paid during the year which left a debt of Es. 4,54,951/- 
outstanding at the close of the year under review.

2. State Treasuiy . 

The State Treasury remained in charge of Sha Kaniram during 
the year under report 

3. Audit Office 

The Department whose cost amounted to Es. 2057/- remained 
under the charge of Mr. Manek Eaj Singhvi throughout the yecar. . 

In addition to other miscellaneous inspections the accounts of all 
the Tehsils, Devasthau, Court of Wards, Zapti Jagirs and many of the 
departments were audited during the year under review. 

Special attention was given to the accounts of the Dead Stock and 
the Abu Eoad Municipality which were not kept in a proper form. 

Unauthorised amounts totalling Es. 5736/- were checked from the 
bills duriiig the course of the year under report. 

With a view to maintain the accounts in a more lucid and systema- 
tic form certain office orders were issued at the -instance of this office 
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CHAPTER III. 

EEVENUE DEPARTMENTS. 


1. Land Revenue Depai’tment . 

Nyaya Ratna Lallubhai D'es'ai continued to be the Revenue Commis- 
sioner throughout the year under report. 

Of the 1,056,940 acres of the State the cultivable area including 
36,000 acres of gi*ass reserves is 670,000 acres of which 50,000 are under 
wells. Much of the rest of the -area yields kharif crops. There are in 
addition 530,000 acres of hillside and forest.^ 

The Total number of villages is 515 of which 423 are populated 
and the rest deserted. Of these 224 are Khalsa, 233 Jagir, 25 Deosthan, 
8 Dharmada and 25 Sasan muafi. 

As compared with the figures of last year there was during the 
year under report an increase by 6 in the number of Khalsa villages and 
decrease by 5 in that of Jagir villages This is due to the fact that 
the village Chhotila Kheda was newly added to the list and the villages 
of Nandia Thikana Viz. Nandia, Laj, Mirpur and half, of Nitoda eschea- 
ted to the State owing to the minor Maharaj Saheb of Nandia having died 
issueless. The other half of village Nitoda and Bhutgaon were made 
khalsa by way of partition with the Maharaj Saheb of Ajari and the 
Jagirdar of Bhutgaon respectively. 

The villages of this State are gi’ouped in 15 Tehsils each of which 
is under the charge of a Tehsildar, who discharges revenue as well as 
Judicial functions and as such he is directly subordinate to the Revenue 
Commissioner in his former capacity and to the District Magistrate of 
the Division with respect to the latter. 

The monsoon having been generally short, varsali crop was only 
8 to 12 annas in a rupee, Barti, Kura and Til crops averaged 2 annas in 
a rupee for the same reason but the maize crop was excellent. The 
outturn of unali crop was good owin^ to sufficient rains in the latter 
part of the season. The sowing o|f^the rabi crop was below normal owing 
to anticipated shortage of water. 

Grass, fodder and water were sufficient during the year. 

The general condition of cattle remained satisfactory throughout 
the year. The prices of foodstuffs remained normal and the demand for 
labour having been fair the rates of wages were also normal. 

The total number of wells during the year under report was 5648 
of Avhieh 4076 were working 

Sanctions for sinking 14 new wells and deepening or repaii'ing 59 
ah’eady existing were accorded Jn addition* to these 13 wells irrigating 
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an area oC 450 bighas were sanctioned to be sunk and built on cbhiitmcl 
sj'stem . 

Since the settlement operations elTorts arc being made to bring 
home to the cnltivatoi's the adA'anlagos of tlio modern biglioti system 
which are slowly boariug fruit.

3. Forest Department. 

Mohd. Zafar-ul-Hasan, b.a. l.l. b., (Advocate'i continued to hold 
the charge of the Department as Forest Superintendent throughout the 
year. 

There are large areas of forests in this State but there is no valu- 
able timber. The wood from the jungle is chiefly used by the cultivating 
classes for the preparation of ploughs, persian wheels, agricultural imple 
ments and huts and for such other minor purposes. 

The other principal forest product is grass. Bamboos, honey and 
wax are exploited on the contract system 

The State forests are divided into 4 divisions-each under a Range 
Forest Officer.

4. ' Excise Department. 

It is 30 years ago that the Madras System was introduced in this 
State Mr. Liam Prasad Jaiswal, Excise Superintendent was in charge 
of the Department for the first four months of the year. He was then 
succeeded by Mr. Abdul Hai Khan. 

There is a Central Distillery at Abu Eoad with three depots at 
Sirohi, Pindwara, and Eeodar. The work of the Excise Department is 
divided into 4 circles, the depots being in charge of Darogas and the 
Central Distillery under the Excise Superintendent assisted by a Daroga. 

The number of foreign and country liquor shops in the State 
during the year under report was 12 and 81 respectively while those for 
the sale of methyllated spirit were 8 making a total of 101 against 81 in 
the preceding year. 


This was introduced into the tate in January 1935. The number 
of '^hops for the sale of pseudo-foreign liquors in the State during the year 
uudi-r report was 12 as against 9 in the preceding year and the license fees 
recovered on this account amounted to Bs. 108 against Es. 75/- last year.

The increase was due to (1) the provision of uniforms to the whole 
force and (2) an increase in Secret Service expenditure. 

There were 31 dismissals; 37 resignations and 14 degradations. 
Fifty two officers and men received promotion and 61 monetary rewards. 

There was no fluctuation in the figures for crime as a whole from 
the previous year. The most satisfactory item was a definite drop in cattle 
lifting and a similar drop in hou^e-breakings.

The accused, persons arrested during the j^oar under report were 
352 and 40 were left over from the previous year. Besides these, 32 
accussed are absconding. Three bundled forty six persons were sent up 
for trial; 6 were released by the Police under section 169 Cr. P. C. 

Out of 346 accused persons sent up, 130 were convicted, 44 acquit- 
ted and 172 were under trial at the end of the year. Thirtyone accused 
persons were proclaimed as proclaimed offenders. 

The value of property stolen and recovered during the year was 
Es. 25,186 and Rs. 9,280 against Rs. 27,811 and Rs. 9,131 last year. This 
gives a percentage of 37 % recoveries as against 32 % in the previous year. 

During the year 23 Motor vehicles were registered compared with 
19 last year while licenses for 40 motor vehicles were renewed against ■32 
in the preceding year. 50 driving licenses were issued and 118 renewed 
against 41 issued and 96 renewed last year. 

Other details about the working of the Police are given in Appendi- 
ces V and VI. 


3. Special Police. 

The Special Police consisting of a Havildar and 40 sepoys cost 
Rs. 4621/-. 


4. Sirohi Military Police. 


Mr. P. C. Coventry, I. P. ( Retd)., Inspector General of Police 
continued to hold charge of this force as Commandant throughout the 
3 ear. 


Its budgetted strength remained 88 men, the same as last j’ear. 

The discipline was good in No. I platoon and fair in No. II During 
the year under report there were 3 resignations, one discharged unlikely 
to learn parade, one declared unfit by the Chief Medical Officer and 22 
took their discharge on the reorganisation of the S. M. P. The S. M. P. 
was up to strength at the end of the year. 

The total cost of this force amounted to Rs. 20,904 against 
Rs. 23,264 last year. In operations against outlaws and in controlling 
organised crime they well repaid their cost.

2. Chief Court. 

On the Civil side the Chief Court has the ])ower fo try original 
civil suits of the value of over Rs. 5000 and to hear appeals from the 
decrees of t e Civil Judges. On the Criminal side it has the powers of 
a Court of Sessions. All appeals against convictions by the District 
Magi.stratcs lie to this Court. 

^Ir. Prataprai C. Desai, b.a., ll. b., continued to be the Chief 
Judge during t he year under report. 

3 District Magistrates' Courts. 

There is a District Magistrate and Civil Judge's Court for each of 
the two divisions-Eastern and Westcrn-of the State, with headquarters at 
Abu Road and Sirohi. On the Civil side these courts have original 
jurisdiction in suits of the value of Rs. 301/- to Rs. 5000 and they hear 
appeals from the decrees of the Tehsildars and Thikana Courts. On the 
Criminal side the District Magistrates also excercise the power of hearing 
ai^peals against convictions by the Tehsildars and Thikana Courts. 

During ihe year under report Mr. A. T Doshi, b.a., ll. b., and 
Mr. O. S Aplo, M A., LL. B. continued as District Magistrates of the 
Western and Eastern Diviisions respective!}’’. 

4. Tehsil Courts . 

On the Civil .side the Tehsildars are cmlwwered to try suits up to 
the value of Rs. 300 while on the Criminal side they are III Class Magis- 
trates.

5. Revenue Courts . 

Revenue and Executive cases are dealt with by the Tehsils and 
!Mehkma Mai according to the nature of the case Appeals against the 
deci.sions of the Tehsils are preferred to Mehkma Mai whose decisions 
are also subject to appeal to Mehkma Sadar fud Mehkma Khas in succes- 
sion .

At the close of the year under report there were 37 Vakils on the 
roll against 35 at the end of the last year 

6 Central Jail. 

Mr. F. C. Coventary, I. P (Retd) , continued as Superintendent 
Jail throughout the year. 

At the commencement of the year there were 95 prisoner's in the 
Jail while 127 were admitted during the year, bring! !ig their total number 
to 222. 101 were discharged during the year leaving 121 in the Jail at the 

close of the year. The daily average of convicts and under trials wasll7'6 
against 115‘2 in the preceding year. The average period of detention of 
an undertrial prisoner was 41'8 daj'S during the year under review. 

The general health of the prisoners was good. Tlie daily average 
sick was 8 and there were no deaths during the year. 

The conduct of the prisoners was satisfactory and good discipline 
was maintained throughout the year. There were no untoward incidents 
in the .jail during the year under report. 

The cost of the Central Jail and the several lock-ups amounted to 
Rs. 7,655 against Rs. 7,732 in the previous year. The dieting and clothing 
charges per prisoner amounted to 2 annas and 1 pie per day dui'ing the 
year under report. 


7. Court of Wards Department . 

The Revenue Commissioner was in charge of this department 
throughout the year under report. 

There were 10 Estates viz Padiv, Motagam, Mandwara, Sanwara

2. Medical Department. 


Vaidya Eatna Dr. R D Shirali, L. M & S. continued to be in 
charge of the Medical Department of the State as Chief Medical Ofdcer 
throughout the year. 

As reported last year, the Medical Institutions are one Hospital 
at the capital and four dispensaries in the districts, at Abu Road, Sheoganj, 
Mandar and Kalandaii which have proved very popular. 

The Zenana Hospital is being well attended by the citizens of the 
capital and the public of the districts. 9040 outdoor and 159 indoor 
patients were treated and 308 surgical operations performed during the 
year under report. 

During the year under report 76,773 outdoor and 534 indoor patients 
were treated as against 75,936 and 389 1'espeetirely in the preceding year 
in the various dispensaries and the State Hospitals, which gives 541'47 as 
the daily average of the in and out-door patients. 3,284 surgical operations 
were performed during the year. 

The number of out-door patients treated at the Crosthwaite Hos- 
pital slightly decreased from 21,793 to 21,180 while that of in-door patients 
increased from 166 to 167. 

The daily average of indoor and outdoor patients was 174*92.

There were 13 cases of bites by rabid dogs. 7 of them were 
treated at the Abu Eoad centre and the remaining 6 at Sirohi. 

The number of primary vaccinations performed duriug the year 
was 4510 with a reported percentage success of 97*01. The average cost 
of each successful vaccination was .5 annas. 

The total expenditure of this Department which included Rs. 1377 
for vaccination amounted to Rs. 32,469 against Rs. 29,717 in the previous 
year. 

Other particulars regarding the Medical Department are given in 
Appendix XXIII. 


3. Education Department. 

Mr. M. N. Zutshi, b.a., Superintendent of Education was in charge 
of the Department throughout the year under report. ' 

The ten schools continued to be maintained by the State. The 
total expenditure on them was Rs. 22,679 against Rs 22,299 of the last 
year and the total number of scholars in them was 1,115 against 1001 of 
the last year. The daily average attendance of the pupils during the year 
under report was 877*69 against 740*32 in the iirevious year. 

To help poor scholars, merit scholarships were converted into 
povert}'* scholarships costing Rs 662 annually. 

Scouting, though introduced in the State in 1926, could not strike 
root owing to the want of a State Association. So, the Education Depart-' 
ment secured the affiliation of the Sirohi State Scouts Association, under 
His Highness the Maharao Saheb Bahadur as the Chief Scout, with the 
G-eneral Headquarters for India. 

This gave a fillip to scouting long running an indifferent course. 
The result was that four schools other than the Colvin High School raised 
regular troops and packs, claiming a total of 52 Scouts and 44 cubs. 

A three days' Camp held for the Scouts of the wln)le of the State, 
which was opened at Bhuvaneshwar on the 16th October by the Slate 
Commissioner, proved to be a great success. The number of Scouts and 
scouters attending it was 72, of which 15 came from Pindwara, and 10 
from Abu Road and the rest belonged to Sirohi. 

The first six classes had double sections, and the remaining two 
one each. The number of scholars in them was 307. 

The staff consisted of 22 teachers of which 7 are graduates experien- 
ced or trained. • 

Scouting became quite popolur with the boys. There were four 
troops consisting of 104 scouts and three packs of 45. wolves. 

Camp fires afforded an attractive entertainment to a good number 
of towns-peox)le belonging to all classes. On the other hand, the spirit

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of service imbibed by them received a good deal of. public appreciation 
nn the occasion of the Sarneshwarji Fair. 

-For the efficient supervision of games, which continued to be 
compulsory for all boys, as well as of gymnastics, there were seven games 
teachers. The playing fields also increased from two to seven and a pakka 
cricket pitch too was added. . , 

Not loss remarkable was the success in the class room. Of the 
15 boys sent up for the High School Examination, 11 passed, giving a pass 
percentage of 73'3 against 66'8 of the last year. Of these 7 were placed in the 
3rd division, 4 in the 2nd division ; one secured distinction in the 
vernacular. 

Some trouble in the school led to the resignations of the Head- 
master and the Second Master, with which it ended. The employment of 
an M. A. as Headmaster and aB. Sc. as Second Master considerably raised 
the efficiency of the staff. The infusion of new energy visibly began to 
bear fruit. The number of scholars increased by 12*2 per cent. 

The school received a set back owing to its mismanagement by 
its Headmaster, who had to be dismissed. 

Its current session started under the new Headmaster, who is 
an experienced teacher and Second Master who is a plucked Intermediate. 
It was hoped that such qualified senior staff would not fail in the near 
future to rise equal to the situation. 

From 28 in May 1937 the number of scholars had risen to 113, 
when the year closed. This increase has necessitated the construction of 
a new, large class room. 

These three schools appeared to be doing their best, within the 
limits set by their environments, to emulate the example of the Colvin 
High School. 

This continued to maintain quite a satisfactory progress both in its 
numbers and the quality of its results. This result was mainly due to the 
pains taken by the Headmaster. • 

It had 100 scholars on its rolls which was a record figure for the 
schoo^. A third assistant mistress was added this year. Thus its staff 
of four mistresses began, for the first time, to handle in a systematic 
manner five classes formed according to a recognised standard. 

The number of scholars was 80 against 33 of the last year. To 
cope with the increase in numbers a second teacher was sanctioned. 

Though an improvement in their attendance was noticeable, the 
progress could not be considered satisfactory. However, the quality of 
the product improved appreciably.
